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ood afternoon. I have 
just finished a meeting 
with my Cabinet to re- 
ceive an update on the 
consequences of the 
government shutdown that Congress 
has i imposed on the American people 
and? on the hard-working public em- 
ployees who are now working without 
pay? and the many who want to work 
but 1 are not permitted to return to 
work. Each day this shutdown contin- 
uesfthe consequences grow worse. 

Before I get into some of the spe- 
cific things that came out of the Cabi- 
net* meeting, let me remind the 
American people that this shutdown 
k not caused by the fact that the con- 
gressional leaders and I have not yet 
reached agreement on a balanced 
budget plan or on all the appropria- 
tions for this year. In fact, it is part of 
an explicit strategy by Republicans to 
shut the government down to get 
their way on budget and lax issues. 
This has never been done before. It is 
noth natural disaster. It is an unnatu- 
ral disaster bom of a cynical political 
strategy. It is long past time to re- 
open the government. 

Ik am pleased that after two weeks 
of this shutdown, the Senate Republi- 
have voted to reopen the gov* 
dent, putting the interest of our 
country ahead of politics. Our budget 
talks are proceeding seriously and in 
gocd'Taith. I have been impressed by 
the efforts made on all sides, includ- 
ing fl|>se by Senator Bole and by 
Spedpr Gingrich and Leader Armey 
and |||nator Daschle and Mr. Gep- 
hardfpWe are working together in 
®faith. This shutdown is not 
ag our talks, it is only casting a 
shadp| over them. 

Leffkne report to you some of the 
specie examples of harm already 
causgff by the shutdown. 

Tils week, the Meals on Wheels 
progam for senior citizens will run 
out srf money. Half the Head Start 
programs in the country will run out 
of mpney within the month. The Cen- 
ters for Disease Control tracking sys- 



tem cannot accurately keep up with 
the flu outbreak in the Midwest. 

On an average day, 260 small busi- 
nesses are being denied $40 milli on in 
capital, loans that would create new 
jobs for Americans. We are not abie 
to enforce our trade laws to protect 
our workers and our products. We 
are not able to weatherize homes in 
this winter to protect the elderly from 
the cold. 

Yesterday the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency shut down toxic waste 
cleanups at 32 sites across America. 
Every day, 240 cails to the Drinking 
Water Contamination Hot Line now 
go unanswered. The EPA’s efforts to 
prevent Cryptosporidium from con- 
taminating city water supplies — 
something that proved a deadly threat 
in the city of Milwaukee — have been 
badly delayed. EPA enforcement ef- 
forts have completely stopped. 

Medicare contractors who serve 
our elderly are not being paid. Many 
of them now are dipping into their 
own pockets to keep health care com- 
ing, but they won’t be able to do it for 
long. 

Ten states have run out of the 
funding they use to ran our unem- 
ployment insurance program, and 15 
more will soon do so. 

Ninety-five percent of all work- 
place safety activities have been shut 
down. All sweatshop enforcement has 
been stopped, and investigations into 

3.500 potential cases of pension fraud 
have ground to a halt. 

Two weeks ago, when a mill 
burned down in Massachusetts, work- 
ers received immediate assistance for 
child care, transportation and job 
training. Last week, when 2,000 
workers lost their jobs from a Rhode 
Island factory, the Labor Department 
could not respond at all. 

Medicaid funding that goes to pay 
for nursing home care, pregnant 
women, the disabled and poor chil- 
dren will be exhausted by the end of 
this month. 

Every day we are unable to process 

2.500 applications for mortgage insur- 
ance. That means now a backlog of 
20,000 people who are losing their 
home loans, many of them losing their 
chance to buy their new homes. Funds 
to pay for drugs, food and supplies at 
veterans hospitals run out today. And 
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But it is wrong, it is deeply wrong, to 
shut the government down while we 
negotiate under the illusion that some- 
how that will affect the derisions that I 
would make on specific issues. 



As I said, this is only casting a shad- 
ow over our talks. I will continue to do 
everything I can in good faith to reach 
an agreement. But it is wrong to shut 
the government down. 



Again, Set me compliment the Sen- 
ate on abandoning that process and 
voting to open the government while 
we continue to work, and ask the 
House to Mow suit.
